of volcanic origin, and the center 
of Woburn was located at the base 
of three volcanos - hence the wind- 
ing roads there, 

Still further south, near the Win- 
chester line, is a huge hill known 
as Blueberry Hill, and also as 
Blueberry Mountain, The name 
Blueberry Hill goes back to before 
the daysof the Spanish American 
War, and perhaps even further, and 
was, at first entirely unofficial, 
Today the hill is knownonly by that 
name, and there is a road nearby 
which is known as Blueberry Hill 
Road, 

It is a big one, solid rock, and 
mostly trap. 

In 1905 a quarry was started 
there, by General Goethals, he 
who built the Panama Canal. The 
quarry was a part of the General 
Crushed Stone Company, a Penn- 
Sylvania organization, Today it 
is owned by the Winchester Crush- 
ed Rock Company (although it is 
almost all in Woburn), 

General Goethals, an eminent 
engineer, realized that a lot of 
crushed stone was going to be 
needed, for the coming highways 
in America, and that was what 
led to the establishment of the 
quarry - over 12,000,000 cubic 
yards of trap were within Biue- 
berry Hill (or Mountain), 

Another quarry, established at 
about the same time, for the same 
veason, is in Saugus, near the ocean 
It has reddish colored basalt, and 
the rock from this quarry can be 
recognized in many of the macadam 
highways in eastern Massach- 
usetts, 

The basalts in the Blueberry 
Hill quarry are mostly black, but 
there are some veins of other 
colors to be seen, including some 
red trap. 

In the 1920’s , for nearly 20 
years, the Boston & Maine and 
other railroads in New England 
began to ‘ballast’ their rights of 
way, to increase safety and speed, 
The operation consisted of putting 
crushed rock beneath and around 
the railroad ties, A tremendous 
amount of crushed rock was used, 
and the Winchester Crushed Rock 
pit was a busy place, 

It was a fascinating place for the 
kids of that age, and the company 
had its hands full, keeping them 
out of the quarry. 

Above, on top of the Hill, half 
a dozen huge drills would work 
all day long, drilling six inch holes 
down into hill, Down below 
a steam shovel would load rock into 
the dump cars of a little steam 
railroad, which hauled the rock to 
the crusher, about quarter of a 
mile away, and dumped the rock 
with a mighty roar. 

The rock, crushed, would fall 
onto a rubber belt conveyor which 
took it high up into a bin, where 


it would be screenedand separateds 
according to size, 

Railroad cars, or trucks, would 
back into the bin, and in a matter 
of seconds would be filled with 
graded crushed rock, to the 
accompaniment of an ear splitting 
rumble, Hundreds of tons were 
shipped out daily. 

The company installed a huge 
air compressor, with an electric 
motor that must have had 250 


classes from both Harvard and 
Radcliff used to make regular 
visits to the quarry. 

Operations stopped about 1958, 
when the demand for trap had 
lessened to the extent that it was 
no longer economically worth while 
to operate the quarry, Later some- 
one set fire to the building that 
houses the compressor,

horsepower, to operate the arills 
by air power, Air hoses led up 
onto the mountain, like tentacles 
from an octopus, 

Then, every afternoon, about 
4:30 pm, the quarry would be 
cleared of workmen, Noone would 
be allowed within a quarter of a 
mile of the ‘face’ of the operat- 
ions, for on top of the mountain, 
at the drill holes, men were low- 
ering dynamite into holes which had 
been drilled, 

At about 5:15 pm the dynamite 
would be exploded - half a dozen 
‘Warumphs’ would fill the air, and 
there would be half a dozen small 
clouds of smoke, as new rock 
tumbled to the bottom of the face, 

R was a very satisfactory op- 
eration from the standpoint ofthe 
Small-boy spectator, and over on
